To  the  Aldridge— Brownhills  Urban  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  report  for  1971. 

The  major  event  in  1971  was  of  course  the  hand-over  to  the  Social  Services  Department 
of  the  Welfare  Services  on  1st  September.  I have  never  concealed  my  intense  dislike  for  the 
Seebohm  Report,  nevertheless,  the  Social  Services  Act  is  now  law  and  it  is  every  citizen’s 
duty  to  make  laws  — even  those  you  dislike  — work.  Accordingly,  both  the  new  Area 
Social  Services  Officer  and  myself  have  considered  it  paramount  to  establish  the  best 
possible  relations  on  both  top  and  lower  levels.  Regular  meetings  are  held  between  Chief 
Officers  when  complicated  problems  and  guide  lines  are  decided.  On  the  social  side  all 
officers  meet  regularly  under  the  Co-Chairmanship  of  the  Area  Social  Services  Officer  and 
myself  when  all  problems  affecting  Health  Services  and  Social  Services  staff  can  be 
discussed  at  “grass  root”  level.  I think  this  arrangement  will  continue  well  beyond  1974 
if  suitable  liaison  arrangements  can  be  made  between  the  Area  Health  Authority  and  the 
Local  Authority.  Otherwise  it  will  be  the  client  who  will  feel  the  pinch. 

In  the  meantime  arrangements  have  been  made,  and  are  still  being  made,  to  adapt  the 
Health  Services  staff  to  conditions  in  1974.  Attachment  of  all  types  of  nursing  staff  to  GP’s 
is  now  complete  as  is  practicable.  Some  GP’s  (e.g.  Streetly)  simply  do  not  want  to  know. 
Attachment  has  greatly  benefited  the  elderly.  Home  visits  to  these  people  have  risen  from 
54  in  1969  to  443  in  1971.  Home  Nurses  and  Midwives  have  always  worked  in  close  contact 
with  the  GP,  so  it  is  not  surprising  that  attachment  has  not  made  much  difference.  But 
co-operation  and  liaison  between  Health  Visitors  and  GP’s  was  non-existent  before 
attachment,  and  only  now  have  GP’s  woken  up  to  the  great  advantage  bestowed  upon  them 
by  these  most  valuable  workers. 

It  looks  as  if  Domiciliary  Midwives  will  face  a crisis  in  1974-  Even  at  the  present 
time  approximately  85%  of  all  births  take  place  in  hospital.  This  trend  will  continue  and 
perhaps  increase.  Midwives  are  being  prepared  by  sending  the  most  senior  on  management 
courses  and  furthering  attachment  to  hospitals  as  far  as  is  possible.  Arrangements  already 
exist  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Bloxwich  Maternity  Home  and  also  the  Good  Hope 
Hospital.  This  is  a crisis  of  mind  for  the  Domiciliary  Midwives,  but  I feel  sure  they  will 
find  their  appropriate  place  in  the  long  run. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  it  looks  as  if  the  conversion  of  the  Child  Health 
Clinic  in  Brownhills  into  a Health  Centre  will  be  a matter  of  fact  in  1973  This  will  be  the 
first  Health  Centre  in  the  District,  a further  milestone  in  the  development  of  local  community 
services. 

A new  Family  Planning  Clinic  was  established  in  Brownhills,  but  I am  sorry  to  say  that 
attendances  are  low,  deplorably  so  because  it  is  just  in  Brownhills  that  the  service  should  be 
most  effective.  It  seems  that  the  service  should  somehow  be  carried  into  the  clients’  home, 
perhaps  by  a Doctor  and  Nurse  Teeim.  This  will  certainly  be  one  of  the  new  Community 
Physician’s  duties.  It  should  however  not  be  forgotten  that  Family  Planning  is  a gross 
interference  in  the  private  life  of  individuals.  Co-operation  must  be  absolutely 
voluntary  and  the  result  of  much  more  successful  health  education  than  has  been  possible 
hitherto. 
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Propaganda  to  end  the  “population  explosion”  is  now  highly  fashionable,  no  doubt 
justifiably  so  in  certain  countries,  certainly  not  in  all.  There  are  vast  territories,  where 
successful  pioneer  settlements,  together  with  suitable  capital  investment  could  render  deserts, 
jungles  or  bogs  habitable  without  recourse  to  abominable  measures. 

Turning  to  Vital  Statistics,  both  the  District  Live  Birth  Rate  and  the  District  Death  Rate 
are  lower  than  those  of  England  and  Wales.  Male  cancer  deaths  totalled  68  against  91  in  1970 
— apparently  an  improvement  — but  coronary  deaths  were  115  against  92-  There  is  a definite 
preponderance  of  male  deaths  of  bronchitis.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  have  risen  to  10  against 
3 in  1970.  There  was  only  one  death  from  influenza,  against  12. 

1971  saw  the  first  full  year  of  the  School  Health  Service  in  the  Excepted  District. 

What  strikes  me  most  when  going  through  the  School  Health  Service  statistics  is  that  out  of 
18,000  pupils  only  5,000  have  had  dental  inspections  in  the  year.  We  have  here  the  old 
chicken  and  egg  problem.  What  is  more  important?  To  detect  and  prevent  tooth  decay,  or 
to  treat  it?  I am  no  dentist  but  as  an  epidemiologist  I would  hope  that  future  Community 
Health  Services,  will  make  a greater  effort  to  detect  and  prevent.  Why  for  instance  should 
Dental  Nurses  not  be  trained  to  become  efficient  in  this  field  ? I am  told  this  is  prohibited 
by  the  Dental  Acts.  Why  I can’t  see.  After  all  nurses  inspect  feet  and  hair,  test  eyes  and 
hearing,  why  can’t  they  examine  teeth?  There  is  more  silver  and  gold  hidden  in  the  dental 
mind  than  can  be  detected  by  my  simple  medical  philosophy.

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LABORATORY  SERVICES 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  at  Martin  Street,  Stafford  (Stafford  4377) 
and  the  Chemical  Laboratory  is  at  the  County  Buildings,  Stafford  (Stafford  3121). 

INCINERATOR 

The  gas-fired  incinerator  at  the  rear  of  Aldridge  Clinic  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily  and  caters  for  the  regular  disposal  of  soiled  dressings  and  placentae. 

197  placentae  were  disposed  of  in  1971  (189  in  1970). 

MORTUARY 

The  Aldridge  Mortuary  ceased  to  operate  as  from  June  1971.  Modifications  were 
carried  out  to  the  Brownhills  Mortuary  and  this  now  serves  all  the  district. 

The  arrangement  is  working  satisfactorily.  During  the  year  a total  of  149  bodies  were 
received  (170  in  1970). 

MEALS  ON  WHEELS 

The  two  vehicles  in  use  are  manned  by  part-time  drivers  and  the  voluntary  helpers  are 
provided  by  the  W.R.V.S.  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  E.  Hunt,  District  Organiser. 

Meals  are  obtained  from  factory  canteens  in  the  area.  There  has  been  a slight  increase 
in  the  cost  of  the  meals,  but  this  increase  has  not  been  passed  on  to  the  recipients.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Engineer^in-Chief  of  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  (Mr.  James  Lamount,  B.Sc., 
M.I.C.E.)  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information 

1.  The  supply  to  the  Urban  District  of  Aldridge-Brownhill s has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity . 

me  supply  is  derived  from  one  pumping  station  (Bourne  Vale)  within  and  from  other  sources 
outside  the  boundaries  of  the  Authority.  A proportion  of  water  of  surface  origin  is  also  supplied 
to  parts  of  the  district. 

Regular  and  frequent  samples,  both  bacteriological  and  chemical,  are  examined  from  the  pumping 
stations.  Bacteriological  samples  of  the  raw  waters  are  also  examined  where  possible. 

During  1971,  48  samples  of  chlorinated  water  from  Bourne  Vale  Pumping  Station  were  all  free  from 
coliform  bacteria  and  chemical  results  were  satisfactory.  Samples  of  the  raw  water  are  not  obtainabU 
at  this  station  owing  to  the  method  of  chlorination 

Routine  samples  were  also  examined  from  Barr  Beacon  Reservoirs  and  from  consumers’  tap  samples 
at  Aldridge,  Municipal  Buildings,  Brownhills,  High  Street,  Clayhanger  and  Norton  Canes. 

152  samples  were  examined  from  the  Barr  Beacon  Reservoirs,  149  of  which  were  free  frdm 
coliform  bacteria,  as  were  12  samplesfrom  Aldridge,  11  from  Brownhills,  11  from  Clayhanger,  and 
8 from  Norton  Canes.  In  addition,  28  samples  were  examined  in  connection  with  mining  subsidence 
in  the  Norton  Canes  area  and  35  in  the  Walsall  Wood  area.  All  the  samples  from  Walsall  Wood  and 
25  of  the  samples  from  Norton  Canes  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

2.  In  each  case  where  supply  water  showed  any  evidence  of  bacteriological  characteristics  slightly 
differing  from  normal,  repeat  samples  were  always  promptly  obtained.  Where  traces  of  contamination 
have  been  detected,  further  sampling,  followed  by  corrective  action  where  necessary,  has 
resulted  in  rapid  restoration  of  entirely  satisfactory  results. 

Sterilisation  of  waters  is  carried  out  where  possible  at  the  pumping  stations  as  a precautionary 
measure.  Special  appartus  and  staff  are  available  in  the  event  of  contamination.  Chlorination  on 
site  is  practised  following  burst  mains,  etc.,  laying  of  new  mains  and  emptying  reservoirs.  New 
mains,  etc.,  are  not  brought  into  use  until  the  water  has  been  examined  and  pronounced  satisfactory. 

3.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains  at  31st  December  1971  was  27,907 
There  are  dwellings  supplied  from  outside  standpipes  in  the  area.  The  population  is  estimated 
at  3.07  persons  per  house. 

4.  The  naturally  occurring  flouride  content  of  the  water  at  Aldridge  was  0.05p,p.m.

INFORMATION  OBTAINED  BY  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 


physical  Condition 

The  physical  condition  of  the  children  examined  at  periodic  medical  inspections 
is  shown  in  Table  l.A.  in  the  stastical  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Uncleanliness 

At  perodic  cleanliness  inspections  of  children  31,547  examinations  were  made  and 
115  children  were  found  to  be  verminous.  There  were  eighty  (80)  cleansing  notices  issued 

Tonsils  & Adenoids 

At  periodic  and  special  examinations  38  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
enlarged  tonsils  and/or  adenoids  and  were  referred  for  examination  by  a specialist.  During 
the  year  82  children  were  referred  for  operative  treatment  through  arrangements  made  by  the 
School  Health  Service.  In  addition  there  were  53  children  who  required  only  medical 
treatment  and/or  observation. 

Skin  Diseases 

Twenty  new  cases  of  skin  disease  (dermatitis,  impetigo,  urticaria,  ringworm,  etc.,)  were 
discovered  at  medical  inspections  and  found  to  require  treatment. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint 

146  cases  of  defective  vision  including  13  squints  were  discovered  at  routine  and  special 
medical  examinations  and  were  referred  for  treatment.

During  the  year  1,038  appointments  were  given  and  771  children  examined.  Of  the  267 
children  that  did  not  keep  appointments  39  were  stated  by  parents  to  be  under  their  own 
optician.  318  children  of  the  771  seen  were  prescribed  spectacles.  The  parents  of  children 
who  did  not  attend  the  appointments  and  who  did  not  appear  to  be  doing  anything  about 
their  c-hild’s  vision  were  visited  by  school  nurses  to  determine  the  reason  for  non-attend- 
ance  and  failure  to  obtain  treatment.  Every  case  was  followed  up  until  a satisfactory 
conclusion  was  reached.

Vision  Survey 

The  vision  testing  nurse,  who  comes  to  the  Aldridge-Brownhills  district 
once  a year,  tested  the  children  in  the  8 year  age  group.  1,801  were  examined.  219 
were  found  to  have  defective  vision,  108  of  which  were  under  their  own  optician. 
All  of  the  newly  found  cases  were  offered  appointments  at  the  opthalmic  clinic, 
except  those  who  preferred  to  make  their  own  arrangements. 
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ADDITIONAL  EXAMINATIONS 


Medical  inspection  prior  to  admission  to  Training  Colleges: 

During  the  year  75  pupils  had  a special  medical  examination  before  admission  to  colleges 
for  training  for  the  teaching  profession,  as  required  by  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Science.  All  the  pupils  were  declared  fit  for  admission  to  a training  college. 

Medical  inspection  of  new  entrants  to  the  teaching  profession: 

During  the  year  13  medical  examinations,  which  included  a chest  X-ray,  as  required  by 
the  Department  of  Education  and  Science,  were  carried  out  on  new  entrants  to  the  teaching 
profession  within  the  Excepted  District.  All  were  found  to  be  fit. 

Children  attending  school  camps: 

During  the  year  66  children  filled  in  medical  questionaire  forms  regarding  their  fitness 
to  attend  organised  school  camps. 

Employment  Licences  for  School  Children: 

124  school  children  filled  in  medical  questionaires  regarding  their  fitness  to  undertake 
part-time  employment.  All  were  found  to  be  fit  and  were  issued  with  employment  licences 
by  the  Education  Department. 

Education  Department  Employees 

During  the  year  218  questionaires  were  completed  by  prospective  employees  in  the 
Education  Department.  41  of  this  number  had  full  examinations  carried  out  and  all  were 
found  fit  for  employment.  78  were  sent  for  X-ray  and  all  but  one  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  137  members  of  the  school  meals  service  kitchen  staff  were  X-rayed  at 
the  Chest  Clinic  under  the  scheme  whereby  each  applicant  for  a post  in  this  service  must  be 
declared  free  from  pulmonary  infection  radiographically  before  being  appointed.  All  were 
examined  by  a medical  officer  tc  ensure  freedom  from  infection. 

PHYSIOTHERAPY 

The  present  physiotherapist,  Mrs.  M.  J.  Belt,  who  took  over  from  Mrs.  Lewis  and

Inspections  of  school  premises  are  carried  out  by  the  departmental  medical  officers  when 
visiting  schools  for  the  medical  inspection  of  pupils.  For  the  convenience  of  the  medical 
and  teaching  staffs  these  are  usually  carried  out  on  the  last  day  of  the  visit.  During  the 
year  39  such  inspections  were  made  and  a total  of  8 defects  in  5 schools  were  reported  to 
the  Divisional  Education  Officer  for  Information  and  appropriate  action.  12  defects  received 
attention  during  the  year. 

Inspections  of  school  premises  are  carried  out  under  the  standards  for  school  premises  reg 
regulations,  1959,  which  lay  down  standards  for  accommodation,  washing  facilities,  toilets, 
water  supply  (hot  and  cold),  lighting,  ventilation,  temperature,  conditions  of  playgrounds, 
cleanliness  etc.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1971- 

The  staffing  of  the  department  was  brought  back  to  its  full  establishment  level  after  the 
vacancies  occurring  in  the  previous  year,  this  was  a matter  of  some  concern  to  me  and  I 
must  express  my  satisfaction  that  the  Department  remained  fully  staffed  throughout  the 
year. 

The  work  study  unit  introduced  a fresh  incentive  bonus  scheme  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  and  it  is  sad  to  have  to  report  that  despite  all  attempts  to  convince  the  employees  of 
the  merits  o/  the  scheme,  they  refused  to  accept  the  change.  So  adamant  was  the 
dislike  for  the  proposals  that  a strike  was  called  which  fortunately  persisted  for  only  one 
day.  the  net  result  therefore  was  that  the  refuse  collection  service  reverted  back  to  its 
previous  mode  or  operation. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  with  regard  to  food  hygiene  and  similar  matters  were 
enlarged  slightly  due  to  the  responsibility  for  school  canteens  and  swimming  baths 
being  passed  from  the  County  Council  to  this  Authority  and  these  duties  were  absorbed 
into  the  work  of  the  Department. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  although  many  local  authorities  suffered  delays  to 
their  Smoke  Control  programmes  due  to  the  alarm  felt  at  a shortage  of  fuel  supplies, 
this  did  not  apply  in  the  case  of  this  district  and  in  fact,  although  some  concern  was 
expressed  at  the  possibility  of  hardship  occurring,  this  did  not  happen.  The  winter 
passed  without  a hardship  case  being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department. 

The  housing  programme  continued  at  a similar  level  to  the  previous  year  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  level  of  activity  will  not  vary  a great  deal.  The  number  of 
inspections  grows  higher  but  the  formal  action  level  remains  fairly  constant.  This 
indicates  of  course  that  many  houses  are  inspected  and  found  to  be  not  sufficiently 
below  standerd  as  to  warrant  the  taking  of  statutory  action.  Thus  the  way  is  paved  for  the 
moving  of  emphasis  to  the  Improvement  of  Dwellings  rather  than  demolition  and  this 
trend  coincides  directly  with  the  National  and  Local  needs. 

I must  at  this  point  pay  tribute  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  constant  encouragement  which  I have 
enjoyed  throughout  the  year  and  also  to  all  the  staff  and  manual  employees  in  the 
Department  who  have  given  me  yet  another  year  of  valued  support.

DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL 

With  the  easing  of  the  supply  of  Solid  Smokeless  Fuels,  which  had  caused  serious  concern 
during  1970,  the  Council’s  programme  for  extending  the  boundaries  of  the  existing  smoke 
control  areas  was  able  to  proceed  without  further  hindrance. 

The  Aldridge- Brownhills  33  Smoke  Control  Order  mentioned  in  my  last  report  was 
brought  into  operation  an  the  1st  September,  1971  while  three  new  smoke  control  areas 
were  surveyed  and  Smoke  Control  Orders  made  by  the  Council  during  the  12  months  under 
review. 

The  Aldridge-Brownhills  Urban  District  Council  No.  30  Smoke  Control  Order  is  situated 
adjacent  to  the  existing  smoke  control  areas  in  Aldridge  and  included  much  of  the  centre  of 
Aldridge. 

The  Aldridge-Brownhills  Urban  District  Council  No.  31  Smoke  Control  Order  is  situated 
on  the  north  side  of  Pelsall,  though  small  in  size,  included  existing  premises  situated 
between  Smoke  Control  Orders  in  operation  and  open  land. 

The  Aldridge-Brownhills  Urban  District  Council  No.  34  Smoke  Control  Order  is  also 
situated  in  the  pelsall  Area,  mainly  in  the  centre. 

The  boundaries  of  this  smoke  control  area  were  so  arranged  to  join  together  most  of  the 
existing  small  isolated  smoke  control  areas  and  form  a single  consolidation  area.

All  three  orders  were  submitted  to  the  Department  for  the  Enviroment  for  confirmation 
and  Smoke  Control  Order  No. 30  and  Smoke  Control  Order  No. 31  were  duly  confirmed  in 
November  with  an  operative  date  of  1st  September,  1972. 

Objections  were  received  from  several  persons  living  in  the  Smoke  Control  Order  No. 34 
on  the  grounds  of  the  inconvenience  caused,  the  cost  of  alteration,  and  the  loss  of 
concessionary  coal  from  the  National  Coal  Board  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a Public 
Enquiry  was  to  be  held.

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While  smoke  from  domestic  chimneys  has  been  controlled  and  reduced,  many  complaints 
are  received  during  the  summer  months  of  smoke  from  garden  bonfires  causing  nuisance  in 
residential  areas.  In  most  instances  the  nuisance  was  an  isolated  occurence  and  in  all  cases 
the  matter  was  dealt  with  informally. 

Occupiers  would  do  well  however,  to  take  a few  simple  precautions  before  lighting  a bonfire, 
as  listed  below:- 

1)  Reduce  the  garden  waste  to  a minimum  by  composting  as  much  as  possible. 

2)  Collect  and  dry  the  garden  waste  before  burning 

3)  A bonfire  should  be  lit  as  in  frequently  as  possible. 

4)  The  duration  of  the  bonfire  should  be  short  and  the  waste  should  never  be  allowed  to 
smoulder  for  long  periods. 

5)  A bonfire  should  be  situated  as  far  from  all  neighbouring  property  as  possible 

6)  A bonfire  should  never  be  lit  under  circumstances  which  will  interfere  with  a neighbours 
immediate  activity  (i.e.  clothes  drying,  gardening,  sitting  out  etc.) 

Finally,  garden  waste  may  be  disposed  at  the  Council’s  Tip,  Clayhanger  Road,  Brownhills, 
without  any  need  for  it  to  be  burnt. 

INDUSTRIAL  PREMISES 

The  general  industry  of  the  district  does  not  give  rise  to  much  pollution.  However, 
several  incidents  did  give  rise  to  complaint  over  the  year.  These  were  entirely  due  to 
burning  of  waste  materials  without  proper  facilities  and  the  burning  of  car  bodies  in  scrap 
metal  yards. 

As  a result  several  successful  prosecutions  were  taken  against  the  offenders  which  had 
the  desired  effect. 

One  other  complaint  of  note  was  a case  of  oil  smut  emission.  This  caused  some  nuisance 
but  the  company  concerned  took  steps  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  the  nuisance.

BRICKWORKS 

In  my  last  report  I commented  that  tests  were  being  undertaken  by  the  local  producer  of 
Staffordshire  Blue  Bricks  to  reduce  the  level  of  smoke  emission  at  his  plant.  I am  now 
pleased  to  report  that  these  tests  were  successful  and  during  the  year,  five  of  the  nine  kilns 
were  converted  to  burn  liquid  petroleum  gas 

This  has  resulted  in  a dramatic  reduction  in  the  smoke  emission  from  the  premises  and 
when  the  remainder  are  converted  during  the  coming  year,  smoke  should  be  a thing  of  the 
past  at  this  works. 

The  other  local  brick  producer  also  changed  his  fuel  from  oil  to  liquid  petroleum  gas 
during  the  year. 

BRASS  FOUNDRY 

I regret  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  similar  visible  improvement  at  the  brass  foundry 
during  the  year.  The  dust  and  fumes  from  the  furnaces  are  still  discharged  direct  to  the 
atmosphere.  With  the  brickworks  now  becoming  smokeless,  this  fume  emission  is  now  the 
only  major  source  of  visible  pollution  in  the  Aldridge  area  and  requires  the  installation  of 
an  efficient  dust  and  fume  collection  system.
